Two Bandits, Believed to Be He and 


Morrell, Raid a Town. 


SIX CITIZENS STOOD IW A ROW AND 
ROBBED BY ONE MAN. 


Tater an Attempt Was Made to Loot s 
Grocery—The Two Kobbers Have «a 
Desperate Battle With Nine Citizens 
and a OConstable—The Latter Badly 
Wounded—The Robbers Escape—Pur- 
suit Organised. 


Fareno, Cal., Jan, 11.—Two men believed 
tobe Ohris Evans, the Visalia bandit, and 
his promising understudy, Ed Morrell, 
raided the townof Fowler last evening. 
Another tale of bioodshed and terror is the 
result. Fowler is a village of 300 inhabitants, 
ten miles southeast of Fresno. George Leon, 
the station agent, and three men employed 
as section hands were in the depot at 7 
o lock, just after the Los Angeles express 
bad passed. 

Wulle the four men were talking a 
masked man witha revolverineach hand 
appeared at the Open door and ordered them 
to throw up their hands. Not one hesitated 
toobey. At this juncture Howard Harris 
and A. Vincent, prominent business men of 
Fowler, stepped upon the depot platform 
and took in the situation. They were about 
torunaway and givethe alarm, when the 
robber espied them through a window. The 
Outlaw, still keeping the other men covered, 
backed slowly out of the doorand ordered 
Harris and Vincent in the depot, saying he 
would kill them if they refused. They 
naturally went in. 

The masked man then stood {the six 
citizens up along the wall, covering them 
with one revolver, and went through their 
pockets. He secured a little over $70. The 
daring freebooter then ordered his six pris- 
oners into the street and made them walk 
down town through the principal thorough- 
fare to Kutner Goldstein’s grocery. The 
robber followed his six prisoners into the 
Store and it was evidently his intention, 
alone and singiehanded, to loot the grocery. 
However, justasheorderedthe three men 
previously in the store to throwup their 
hands, the proceedings was interrupted by 
Constables Ochsand Nelson. 

Then began a bleody shooting affray. Ochs, 
with his pistol drawn, rushed into the store. 
The bee4it turned upon bim and fired. Ochs 


toll and roma ott through the door, firing at 


the robberfrom the floor. His aim was wild, 
however, and the constable shot one citizen 
through the arm and another in the breast. 
The man hit in the breast was struck by a 
spent bullet and not seriously hurt, though 
knocked down. 

During the general fusillade the robber es- 


caped and disappeared in the darkness. 


Another robber appeared upon the scene, 
however, during the battle in the grocery. 
A wagon dashed up to the door and the 
Griver began shooting at Constable Ochs, 
thus alding in the escape of the robber 
within. The man in the wagon then drove 
rapidiy away. This man answers the descrip- 
tion of Chris Evans. 

Inthe other robber, who wore a bandana 
handkerchief over his face, the men at- 
tacked believe they recognized Ed Morrell. 
The robber told them also that his name was 
Worrell. It is believed here that the bandits, 
Becoming prassed for money, came down 
from the mountains determined to makea 
raid. 

A posse left this city last night to organize 
pursuit from Fowler.

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RUSSIAS SURPLUS. 


It Is Remarkable, im View of Recent 
Famines There. 


St. Pyrrunsnu ne, Jan. 11,—The Russian 
naval programme fer 1894 provides for the 
spending of £5,500,000, which is between two 
and three millions more than the total 
credits for the last two years. Of this 
amount 41, 00, 00 is allotted for naval con- 
struction and £280,000 for new guns. The 
programme includes the construction of two 
new first-class tronciads, in addition to a 
number of cruisers and torpedo boats. 

The budget surplus is not remarkable, con- 
sidering the good harvest of the last year, 
but it is extraordinary that the famine year

The firms inthe city have at last begun to 
realize that the war declared on the vol- 
umes of black smoke emitted from their 
chimneys is in earnest. Evidences of this are 
to be had from their action since the first ag- 
gressive steps were taken by the com- 
mission, The first step is to give thirty days’ 
notice to the offender and if during that 
period he fails to come to time he is brought 
into court. Mr. James Cox, in speaking of 
the matterthis morning, said: Ot the 200 
firms with whom thirty days’ notices were 
filled 182 have putin smoke-abaters. Some of 
them, itis true, are not working as well as 
they might, but we will not trouble them 
on that score if we see they are making an 
earnest effort to comply with the law. It 
requires some little time to perfect the work.- 
ings of the ditkerent devices. Huwever, 
quite a number of them are already working 
successfully. Ever since the last cases were 
taken we have been looking upevidence. Of 
six observations made last week not a single 
case would constitute an offense. You know

plaint has been made. Well, last week we 
came buck from all our watches without any 
evidence against the supposed offenders, 

Oft course, imost of these chimneys where 
abaters have recently been put on are 
still giving out a little smoke 
and that accounts for the dense smoke 
in the city wing the past few days, but it 
will be all right Before long.

Following this very friendly letter of ap- 
proval, Dr. Niccolls will continue his ip- 
dorsement of the mission of the Lake Im- 
provement Fund by taking an active and 
prominent part in working to promote its 
entire success. 

He will serveas one of the committee of 
three which will have charge of the Fund 
and to which the authority for the proposed 
work in Forest Park willbe granted by the 
Municipal Assembly of St. Louis. He will 
also devote to the service of the Lake Em 
ployment Fund the enthusiasm in a good 
cause which has always been characteristic 
of his labors in 8t. Louls, and the experience 
in this especial feld which has come to him 
through the duties of his calling asa minister 
of the gospel. 

Dr. Niccolls has been for some time past 
Oeeply interested in the great problem that 
now confronts the people of St. Louis, viz., 
the imperative public and private duty of re- 
lieving the distress existing among the un- 
employed. He knows, of his own knowledge, 
the extent of this distress. He has already 
stated that, were it proper for him to lift the 
voll of privacy he ‘‘could ‘easily mention 
cases so pathetic that they might well move 
the hardest heart to compassion.’* The 
knowledge of this distress existing among a 
most worthy class—the class of unfortu- 
nate workingmen unable to find employment 
and shrinking from charity—makes Dr. Nic- 
eolis not only willing, but eagerly anxious to 
lend ali tis ability and al: his influence to the 
good work of relief undertaken by the Lake 
Employment Fund. 

‘‘anything that is in my power to do. 
says Dr. Niccolls, ‘‘in aiding to carry this 
work forward will be very gladly done. It 
is a practical work, and had I known before 
the public announcement in last Sunday’s 
PosT-DiseaTCH that preparations for such a 
work were under way,I should have ad- 
dressed myself to the Post-DIsPATCH with 
regard to the necessity for just such work.

She placed 
her good money beside Ewers’ spuri- 
ous gold, and as he stretched 
for the change, she over reached 
him and seized the genuine and the base 
coin. 

HELD HIM PRISONER.

Ewers 
weakened when the State and Federal officers 
lied him with questions and he gave in- 
ormation whic caused the arrest of 
Dunaway, who made the molds; of 
Cheatham, who cast the counterfeits, 
aad of Alfred M. Jones, alias 
Yow and William T. Yow who plated the 
**queer’’ coins. 

IDENTIFIED DUNAWAY. 

At the examination on Tuesday, 
Woods, and her sister Amy, identi- 
fied Duneway as the man who 
shoved off the spurious eagle on them on the 
night of Dec. 28. This swindle opened her 
eyesand made her perceptive faculties sharp 
enough to detect the sister counterfeit 
$10 gold piece, which Herman Ewers at- 
tempted to give her Sunday night. 
Judge Bashaw was retained by 
Dunaway as special counsel 
at the preliminary examination. The old 
Judge is well along in years, but he worried 
Occie Woods and the other giris from 
Clark avenue with many sly questions. 
When he was cross-examining Occie Woods 
about the incident of Dec. 28, Occie by mis- 
take said that it was Christmas eve.

The Witnesses for the Defense Sum-

Advantage of It—What Gallagher Had 
to Bay—To-Day’s Testimony. 


Wethiog daunted by the summary man- 
Der in whict Judge Walbridge disposed of 
City Attorney Butter's case, Building Com- 
missioner Reid wa'ked poldly up tothe bar 
of justice this morning in the Mayor's office 
and confronted his avcxu ers for the second 
day's proceedings. 

Before the opening of Court Mr. Leverett 
Bell called his honor’s attention to the fact 
that all the witnesses for the defense had 
been subpoenaed as witnesses for the prose- 
cution. 

The Mayoremiled and called in Secretary 
Saunders, who explained that it was a cler!- 
cal error. 

The Mayor promisea that no advantage 
would be taken of the matter. In his exam!- 
nation of witnesses he was again assisted by 
Counselor McMath, Mr. Marshall still being 
at Jefferson City. 


SUPT. GALLAGHER TESTIFIES. 

Supt. Jos. P. Gallagher of the Poor-house 
was the first witness. He said he had accom- 
panied the members of the Board of 
Public Improvements when they went 
through the female quarters for 
paupers last summer. He examined the 
plumbing, there was no new work put in 
except some soll pipes and down-spouts. 
Hie dia not know whether the work was done 
in accordance with the plans and specifica- 
tions. 

The first he knew of the charges being pre- 
ferred against Mr. Reid was when he saw it 
inthe papers. Some charges were made be- 
fore and some after the charges were pre- 
ferred. The plumbing, taken as a whole, 


was aliright. 

On cross-examination he sald the plumber 
who did the work was John McMahon. He 
was a competent plumber and the work as it 
stands now is satisfactory. 

Mr. McMath came to witness and asked 
him to inspect the plumbing. He said noth 
ing about charges against Reid. The work 
was inspected in his company and also 
that of Mr. Fechter. If a test 
of the plumbing work had been made 
it would have required considerable work in 
removing the fixtures and the test would 
really have been made of the old plumbing. 
An tnspector from Mr. Reid's office was there 
nearly every day during the progress of the 
work. 

PARK COMMISSIONER FECHTER. 

Park Commissioner John P'. Fechter testi- 
fied that he was acting President of the 
Board of Public Improvements at the time 
the voucher of George Chapline was pre- 
eented fer approval. It was naj approved. 

He visited the Poor-house in the early part 
of August and compared the work done with 
the plans end specincations. The walls were 
not taken down tothe thira story floor line 
as required by the specifications. About 12 
feetofthe walls should have been taken 
down. 

They were taken down only to the win- 
dows of the third story. Ihe ceiling of the 
third floor was plastered, but not the walls, 
and the windows were not reset. The potnt- 
ing of the brick work was not well done. 

Witness also visited the new surgical ward 
atthe City Hospital before the charges were 
preferred against Mr. Reid. ne went there 
again after the charges were preferred. He 
had not seen the plans and specifications. 

The flooring was considerably warped. 
One bathtub was supported by the any > 
pipes and did not rest on the flaor. The dis- 
ttilled water tank In the operating-room was 
not connected, 

On cross-examination Mr, Fechter said his 
attention had been called to the defect by 
Mr. MeMath, allexcept the bathtub, whic 
he discovered himself. 

At the Poor-house Mr. 
Southard were present. He went there at 
the order of Mr. McMath. Prior to being 
Park Commissioner he had been in mercan- 

tile business.

DINGLEY OF MAINE. 


Abstract of His Speechin the House on 


WASHINOGTOF, D. C., Jan. 11.—In the House 
tarif debate to-day Mr. Breckiuridge was 
followed by Mr. Dingley of Maine. Mr. Ding- 
ley spoke in part as follows: 


The ing tari dim purports to 
be a bill to provide revenue. It is in 
fact a Dili to abolish revenue. The 
Democratic majority who have reported it 
have been accustomed to charge that Re- 
publican tariffs ignore revenue in order to 
protect home industries. They present a so- 
called revenue bill as a substitate which ig- 
nores the revenue in order — 
gt roy protection. The revenue 
would yield $76,000,000 less than 
tariff of 1890. This large surrender of reve- 
nue is to be made, too, at a time when there 
is a Geficit of $38,000,000 in the first half of the 
fiscal year, which will be Increased to more 
than $60,000,000 by July mext, caused by the 
distrust Induced by the apprehension of the 
revolutionary tariff changes proposed, and 
when the Secretary of the Treasury informs 
Congress that ifthe present tariff laws are 
unchanged there will de sufficient revenue 
for the next fiscal year, just as there was in 
the fiscal years 1892 aud 1893. In short, the 
prepeces tariff is not a bill for revenue only, 

ut for a deficiency only. 

Ide excuse given for such a surrender of 
needed revenues is the alleged necessity for 
reducing the taxation of the masses. W hat, 
then, are the articles on which itis pro- 
— to surrender revenue and reduce taxa- 

on? 

1 find a surrender of about $14,000,000 in 
duties on imported liquors. Havana and 
other foreign cigars and leaf tobacco, silks, 
laces, embroideries, kid gloves, ostrich 
feathers, etc., articles of luxury or of volun- 
tary use Consumed maluly by the well-to-do. 
The poor peopie must be greatly relieved at 
such reductions. 

Ot the $22,000,000 ofjrevenue surrenderediin 
reduced duties on imported manufactures of 
wool, more than half is on une g s, con-; 
sumed by men of means, who want some 
thing ‘English you know,’ and who are 
willingto pay for it. The same is true of 
half of the $3,000,000 of revenue surrendered 
on imported fine cottons and many other 
goods. Notfarfrom $30,000,000 of duties is 
surrendered on imported luxuries or artieles 
ofvoluntary use. Then about $6,000,000 of 
revenue is surrendered bya reduction of the 
duty on tin plate, l cent per pound, which 1s 
now in arge part practically paid 
by the Welsh manufacturer. This is 
shown by the fact that when the duty 
on tin-plate was raised 12-10 cents per 
pound by the tariff of 1890, and the tin plate 
industry established here by that protection 
the Welsh manufacturers so far reduced 
their price to hold our markets that the tin 
plate did not advance here a quarter ofa 
cent a pound above the averuge price from 
1884.10 1891. In this case it was clearly the 
foreigner that practically paid nearly all 
the ‘tax.’ 

Tals is also true of hundredsof other 
articles where the foreigner reduces his price 
to meet protective duties and hold our mar- 
kets, Lumberand many agricultural prod- 
ucts are placed on the free list and Canada 
will pocket the duties which we surrender. 
Indeed by a reciprocal treaty we could have 
obtained important compensation from 
Canada, which we now propose to give 
away. 

ne President and the majority of the 
committee tellusthat ultimately all of the 
revenue surrendered will come back in new 
revenue from increased importations 
brought in by lower rates of duty. Inasmuch 
as the reduced duties are mainly on imported 
articles we can produce or make for our 
selves, andasit will require an increase of 
importations by $250,000,000 to make 
up lost revenue; this is a pleasing feature to 
which our Democratic friends invite the 
country. No wonder mills are closing, that 
wages go down and business is paralyzed at 
sucha prospect. And yet the Democratic 
majority claim that they have contyiued the 
‘roubery’ in many cases, showing favor- 
itism, itis true, and favoritism generally to 
such as have had a Democratic backing. 
Rye, for example, is protected by 83 per cent 
duty, but many Northern farm products are 
put on the free list. 

In spite of conspicuous exceptions, the 
generai policy of the bill is so far to reduce 
the duties as to encourage importations of 
foreign goods, withthe purpose of making 
further reductions in the future. The object 
is to overthrow protective duties onthe as- 
sumption that they are a tax which increases 
the cost to the consumer of domestic 
products. A Protective duty, that is, 
a duty on imported foreign articles, 
which if produced here equal 
to the difference in money cost of 
production and distribution and abroad is 
not a tex which increases the real cost of 
such article to the consumer as the free- 
trader assumes. The effect'of a duty is simply 
to place competition here on the basis of our 
high wage and high living standard, and the 
price of the article is determined by the cost 
of production, paying American wages, and 
that price estimated in labor service,in which 
all men ultimately pay for what they buy, is 
less here than anywhere else in the world. 

ur protective system simply says to the 
foreign producer or manufacturer: ‘Before 
you can sell your products in our markets 
‘Before you can sell your products in your 
merket, you must pay into our treasury asa 
duty a sum equivaient to the wages you 
withheld from the labor which entered into 
your goods and which our manufacturers 
paidtoour workingmen.’ This policy, con- 
tinued for thirty-one years, gave us almost 
uninterrupted prosperity; gave our yen gag 
men in 1892 wages per cent in 
purchase power in excess of the wages 
of 1860, and made us the greatest sgricul- 
tural, manufacturin and mining nation 
inthe world.

RISKS OF SCIENCE, 


An Extraordinary Exp:riment Conducted 
by Prof. Tyndall. 


From the Western Mail. 

In 1864 Tyndall performed the experiment 
of separating light from heat. In the course 
ofthe investigations which enabled him to 
do this he made one of the most daring ex- 
periments that ever a scientifiC man ven- 
turedon. Mr. Jeans said. Knowing a 
layer of lodine placed before the eye inter- 
cepted the light, he determined to place his 
own eyes in the focas of strong invisible rays. 


He knew that if in doing so the dark rays were 
absorbed in a high degree by bumors of the 
eye the albumen of the humors might coagu- 

late; and, on the other hand, if there was no 

higher absorption, the rays might strike 

upon the retina with a force sufficient to de- 

stroy tt. When he first brought his eye, un- 
defended, near the dark focus, the heat on 
the parts surrounding the pupil was too in- 
tense to be endured. He therefore made an 
aperture in the plate of metal, and placing 
his eye behind this aperture, he gradually 
approached the point of convergence of the 
invisible rays. irst the pupil and next the 
retina were placed inthe focus without any 
sensible damage. Immediately afterward a

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. U.—Just how 
much there is in the opposition to the Ad- 
ministration among Democrats in the Senate 
may develop to-day when the report of the 
Judiciary Committee recommending the re- 
jection of the nomination of W. B. Hornblower 
for Associate Justice of the Supreme Court is 
taken up. It is understood that a majority 
of the Democratic Senators from the South 
and West will lock horns with Mr. Cleveland 
and vote to reiect his nominee 
though it is probable some Re- 


ublicans will vote in favor of Hornblower. 

t is, of course, possible that the Senate 
may reverse the action of the committee, 
though it is not at all probable,as it is almost 
the universal custom in that body to follow 
the recommendation. of a committee upon 
matters ot this sort. It bas frequently kap- 
pened that nominations upon which favor- 
able reports have been made have been re- 
jected by the Senate, but instances are very 
rare in which the Senate has reversed an un- 
favorable report.

Hornblower were that he had not the requi- 
site legal abllity and experience to fit him 
for a place in the highest court in the land.

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FLORIDA ORANGES, 


The Crop Will Be Larger This Year Thau 
War Anticipated. 


From the Country Gentleman. 

A correspondent, writing from Marion 
County, Fla., says: The Florida orange 
crop, it is thought, will be a little larger than 
ever before. It was estimated at from 4,000,- 
000 to 4,500,000 boxes. <A storm that prevailed 
in October over the eastern part of the State 
has shortened the crop considerably. In 
some places the estimate of damage was as 
high as 25 per cent, 

„The great hurricane that desolated the 
Loulsiana and Mississippi coasts destroyed 
most of the Louisiana crop. A company of 
Florida packers had gone to Louisiana to 
pack the crop on the Bradish Johnson place, 
near the mouth of the Mississippi River. The 
cropor that grove was estimated at from 
30,000 to 40,000 boxes. They got off 3,000 boxes 
before the storm came. lt destroyed all that 
was left on the trees, and blew down several 
thousand of the trees. Parentheticaliy, I 
will say that Florida enjoys a happy im- 
munity from severe storms. Cyclones are 
unknown and hard rare,

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THE PRESS IN PRISONS. 


A sinall four-page newspaper is pub- 
lished by the convicts of the penitentiary 
at Stillwater, Minn. Its matter is chiefly 
in paragraphs and communications, the 
only long editorialin a recent number be- 
ing not an editorial at all but an account 
of Christmas doings in the prison. It may 
appear from this fact that only para- 
graphers and writers of communications 
ever find their way into penitentiaries, but 
it is possible that the inmates who write 
more at length have contracts with outside 
publications. 

The Christmas editorial is rather in- 
teresting. It tells how the prisoners were 
allowed a full houf of unrestricted liberty in 
the large paint-shop. After dinner, when 
they retired to their cells, each had a cigar 
to smoke and spent the afternoon in silent 
meditation, wishing that next Christmas 
was nearer at hand. 

Notwithstanding its gloomy environ- 
ment there is considerable cheerfulness in 
this prison paper. One paragraph says: 
It is rumored that a. banker and his 
cashier of Waco, Tex., have, through the 
influence of the United States Government, 
engaged rooms at this institution fora 
period of five years. It begins to look as 
if we had called a protracted national con- 
vention of bankers and bank workers 
here.’’ 

An additional dining-room is mentioned, 
as the other two dining-rooms are ‘‘ filled 
to overflowing.’’ One inmate complains 
of another inmate—the paper does not use 
the word ‘‘convict’’—who has not re- 
turned a borrowed book. This conversa- 
tion took place in the prison: ‘‘You’re 
looking thin, lad; what’s the matter?’’ 
Well, I worry; it’s pretty rough un me 
to have to serve two years here when I am 
innocent.“ Would it make it easier for 
you if you were guilty? I’m twice your 
age, have over twice your sentence, but 
I'd be glad to serve both sentences if it 
would enable me to say that I am inno- 
cent. 

No doubt the little prison paper is a 
great solace to its readers, and as its ex- 
changes are distributed among them, they 
are still further benefited. A paper in 
every prison in the country might be a 
source of much good. A good paper 
might even do more than a good chaplain 
to promote right thinking. The press isa 
power wherever it appears.

Bourke Cock ran, it is reported, has sought 
to impress upon the President his view of the 
dangerous ‘‘unpopularity’’ of an income 
tax. A gealous monopoly organ says in 
effect that no Northern Democratic State or 
Congressional District could be carried for 
such a tax. 

Has it really come to this, that money 
counts for more than men in elections? Does 
wealth rule? Is there any basis for the as- 
sumption that a tax upon large incomes, 
affecting at the most not one voter ia a hun- 
dred—only one in 180, according to official 
estimates—would defeat the party responsi- 
ble for it? 

If these things are true we are already liv- 
ing under a plutocracy—the rule of wealth.

TEICHMANN EXPLAINS. 


The City Chemist Disbusses His Recom- 
mendations on Mississippi Water. 
City Chemist Tetchmann to-day made the 
following written statement in regard to his 
examinations cf Mississippi River water, and 
his recommendations to the Mayor: 


ö In explanation of my recommendation ot 
comprehensive scientific researches’ re- 
pare 7 the river-water question, allow me 
O add that I think the appro riation for the 
City Chemist's office s ould and can fally 
er the expense involved as far as 
the chemicai part of 
tions are concerned, The origina! 
ders of the Board of Mealth directed 
Samples only from the mouth ot the 
lllinoils River and five miles above the mouth 
inthe Mississippi River, and it isfor this 
reason a that the analyses were con- 
fined toa few samples only as far as the Lill- 
nois River wasinvoilved. I was, therefore, 
compelled to ask for orders from the 
board allowine me to take additional 
samples, particulariy all along the Illinois 
River before Icould determine whether the 
Chica Canal sewage contaminates 
liMnols River water. White awaiting these 
orders to proceed with the collection of new 
samples, the board conciuded to ex- 
tend the scope of these investigations 
by including a thorough scientific bacterio- 
logical and biolowical examination. Ag the 
expense of these non-chemical researches 
would exceed my appropriation the matter 
was referred to the Mayor, who gave it the 
most careful consideration. In my opin- 
lor the ayor correctly Interpreted 
my report when he concluded that the ma- 
terial so far as presented did not charge 
Sewage contamination from the Chicago 
canal, but acknowledged the value of further 
scientific Investigations to ascertain whethér 
such pollution took place. Lam very desir-.. 
ous of continuing the chemical examinatioa 
of the IiMnois River water and am awaiting 
further orders from the Board of Health 
inthis direction, confident that the results 
will be of sufficient value to prove that the 
Post- DISPATCH was fully justified in warn- 
ing the city of St. Louis against the impend- 
ing Ganger of sewage contamination from 
a Chicago drainage canal after its comple-

BUY THE FIXTURES, 


A Hitch Which May Cause Delay in the 


Transfer ofthe Library tothe Munici- 
pality— Would Increase the 


Decided Monday. 


The. prospects of St. Louis having a free 
library are just now very flattering, provid- 
ing the committee of the following persons, 
Jacob Furth, F. G. Meysenberg, E. C. Rowse, 
O. L..Whitelaw, Dr. Thomas O'Reilly, Prof. 
Louls Soldan, Edward Preetorious, Ham- 
lin Russell and Mrs. John W. Noble, 
appointed by the Mayorcan get together 
with the School Board and agree upon terms 
for the rentalofthe present library rooms. 
When the ordinance and charter amendment 
was passed authorizing a free public library 
and divertinga portion of the city’s revenue 
to that purpose it was thought by nearly 
everybody that the present library would 
simply be turned into a free library 
and remain where it now is. It appears, 
however, that this was wrong, that the pres- 
ent library belongs to the School Board, and 
unless that body transfers ittothe city it 
remains whereitis. The School Board will 
transfer the library to the city under the fol- 
lowing conditions: The committee appointed 
by the Mayor to rent the present quarters 
occupied by the library from the School 
Board ona basis ot 6 percent of the money 
spent in the erection of the two upper 
floors of the Building occupied at present as 
alibrary. That they buy the fixtures and 
furniture recentiy put intothe library. If 
the committee agree to do this they get the 


Public School Library with 90, 000 volumes. If 


they refuse they get nothing. This will be 
the ultimatum ofthe School Board to the 
Library Committee at the joint meeting of 
representatives of both bodies to be held 

Monday night. 

PRESIDENT BROCKMAN’S PROPOSITION, 

When President ofthe School Board F. W. 
Brockman was asked it the above was true, 
he sald it was. The library,’’ salad Mr. 
Brockman, as he took a paper and pencil to 
jot down some figures on the subject, ‘*be- 
longs to the School Board and nottothe 
people. It has cost a great deal of money to 
maintain, but we are willing to turn it over 
to the city if they want it. 
have spent annually upon 


the library-about $20,000. Now our propos!i- 
tion is this: These people will have about 
$60,00) per year to run the library. The upper 
floor of the education building cost about 
$140,000. We arg willing to rent these two 
floors for the usMor the new library at a 6 per 
cent rate on the investment, about $8,400 per 
year. The board then proposes to have the 
committee purchase the furniture and the 
fixtures and we will give them a library to 
start with which will cost $250,000 to buy and 
twenty years’ time to doit.“ 

If they do not want to rent the two up- 
per floors, what then?’’ 

„hey can rent whatever they please 
elsewhere, we do not care. 

Do they get the books?“ 

No; they get nothing unless they rent the 
two upper floors, where the library now fs. 
The board by this plan would save annually 
$20,000 and gain $8,400 or thereabouts in 
rental, making a difference in our favor of 
about 28 ,000. If they do not want 
our library on those conditions they can 
start a new one, and the President smiled 
at the way the board was golng to rob the 
big folks for the benefit of the school- 
children. We will run the library for the 
schoolchildren if necessary. Of course, we 
want to see a free library. I am heartily in 
favor of it, but we want to derive some ad- 
vantage from it, and 6 per cent on the money 
invested is not much advantage. The library 
costs about $17,000 for help. Three thousand 
dollars more will give them all the help they 
want. Ada $10,000 tothis for rent and incl- 
dentals, and they will have $30,000 left to buy 
new books. Thirty thousand dollars worth 
ofnew books each year will make a great 
lidrary in time and st. Louis will have a 
library to be proud of. 


LIBRARY COMMITTEEMAN WHITELAW. 
Mr. O. L. Whitelaw, the Chairman 
of the present Library Commit- 
tee, and also A member of 


the committee appointed by the Mayor to 
take charge of the free library, when seen 
about the matter, said: We have not de- 
cided what todo yet. We are waiting fora 
proposition from the School Board. They 
have the library on their hands and want to 
get rid of it. It is costing them $20,000 a year, 
and they ought to come to us with 
some sort of a proposition. If 
we do not accept their proposition 
wecan start a new library. We have one 
book now to start on,which has been donated 
to us, and I suppose we will have to start on 
that if we startanew. ButI guess it will be 
settled so that we get the present library. It 
is simply a case of taking it out of one pocket 
and putting it in another as itis the taxpay- 
ers’ money, andit all goes for education.’’ 
In case the Library Committeé and the School 
Board fail to agree, two years from now the 
citizens could elect anew board on a plat- 
form providing forthe turning over of the 
Public School Library to the city.

Ex-Police Officer Dee Angered at Being

ELECTRIC CAR PROPULSION. 


The Conduit System Has Many Advan- 
tages and No Impossiblilities. 
From Electrieity. 

The offer of the Metropolitan Traction Com- 
pany of $50,000 reward to the inventorof a 
practical method of street car propulsion 18 
printed in another column, and as the im- 
plied preference is for an electric system 
which shall avoid the use of overhead wires, 
but be as economical to operate as the trolley 
system, the electric conduit is probably the 
method which most nearly compiles with the 


requirements. There are no doubt a number 
of inventors who will lay claim to this prize 
at once on the strength of the various con- 
duit systems which have been design and 
experimented with, and the feeling among 
electrical engineers is pretty general that 
there is no Inherent dimculty in the way of a 
conduit trolley system except the high first 
cost of building such a lime. 

As this is practically the same as an ove r- 
head trolley system except in the location of 
the trolley, the operatinz expenses of the 


conduit road would be likely to prove about 


the same as the trolley systemin general 
use, and it would further have the advantage 
of being less Hable to depreciation and re- 
pairs if substantialiy built at first. The 
trouble arising from the useofa grounded 
return can also be avoided, as it is about as 
easy to run a double as a single circuit in the 
conduit. 

The only place where this has been tried on 
an extensive and practical scaie is at Buda- 
pest, where about twenty-five miles of con- 

ultroad has been in operation for some 
time, and from which very satisfactory re- 
sults have been obtained. Aside from the 
cost of this system, the objections which 
have been raised aguinst it for use in Amer- 
ican cities are entirely without foundation, 
and relate merely to minor details which 
could readily be modified to suit the condi- 
tions in our streets.
